When an airline goes on Retail Clerks Union 770 and its

strike, passengers switch to an­ 
other airline, take a train or 
bus, drive their own cars   or 
stay home and communicate by 
telephone. It has happened 
here twice recently. The public 
was inconvenienced, true, but 
its welfare was not threatened.

When delivery service for 
newspapers is cut off, as has 
happened in New York, people 
miss their newspaper, but 
there is still radio and TV for 
bulletins of importance.
